Rome persistent reports that grave in- 
ternational questions confronting Italy

peace in Europe at a not distant date. 


While these reports are intangible 
and cannot at present be ascribed to a 
definite source, they nevertheless are 
reflected in high quarters and they are 
çiven heed by careful observers of in- 
ternational politics. 


Among other reasons in support of 
this argument is offered that Rome is 
an excellent field îûî the conduct of 
negotiations of this nature. Prince von 
Buelow, one of the ablest of the Ger- 
man diplomats, is in Rome as ambas- 
sador to Italy, and the relations be- 
tween Italy and Germany, as weJl as 
between Italy and the triple aUianco, 
are cordial. 


In certain quarters in Rome the idea 
prevails that the advent of spring has 
not seen such resumption of aggressive 
hostilities as had been promised, a fact 
regarded as significant.

To Protect Creditors. 
Answering the petition Mr. Ridgeway 
stated that a receivership was the best 
means of protecting creditors, bond ann 
stockholders 
and collateral 
interests. 
The railway company 
was the 
basic 
)roperty for the formation of the Rock 
sland company, which is said practical- 
ly to have disappeared from the finan- 
cial map and the Chicago, Rock Island 
and Pacific railroad company. 


ITie railroad company owned ninety- 
five per cent of the stock of the rail- 
way company, which actually operared 
the road. 
It has been in the hands of 
a receiver appointed in New York for 
a considerable period.

Inquiry Covered All Points. 


The grand jury's inquiry, completed 
at noon today, was the most thorough 
ever made into a sircar case in this 
country. 
Ten 
days 
were 
devoted 
who.^' to the investigation, more than 
one hundred witnesses were examined 
and every point of the case was cov- 
ered. The relations of Miss Wilson to 
Jacobs, whose housekeeper she had been 
since the death of his wife eight yean» 
ago, and whose fiancee she was said to 
be, were gone into by the jury. Many 
women of the neighborhood in which 
they resided were call lAshsfare the body 
to give testimony upon this and' other 
phases of the case. 


The indictment 
indicates 
that the 
grand jury was not convinced that Miss 
Wilson's crime was not committed with 
premeditated malice and it at least haa 
correspondence with, if it does not re- 
flect general public sentiment in Van 
Wert, where sympathy has been strong- 
ly with Miss Wilson since the tragedy. 


Killed in His Home. 


The shooting took place about 8:30 
the night of March 26 in the homo of 
Jacobs. 
Many of the circumstances of 
the affair indicated that the lawyer'» 
death was planned by Miss Wilson out 
of revenge for his failure to keep » 
promise to make her his wife and from 
motives of jealousy, it being gossipetl 
that the lawyer had been devoted In 
his attention to a woman who resides in 
iMonroeville, Ind. 
After shooting Ja- 
cobs Miss Wilson rushed into the homa 
of a neighbor and exclaimed that shft 
had "killed Levi and had to do It or 
he would have killed me."

younET children of Jacobs were in their, 
rooms upstairs at the time.

E-15 SUNK BY 
PICKELBOATS 


British Wreck Own Sub- 
marine to Avert Cap- 
ture by Turks. 


FACE MOST DEADLY 
FIRE FROM FORTS

London, April 20.—The British 
ad- 
miralty announced officially today that 
the British submarine E-15 was destroy- 
ed in the Dardanelles by British picket 
boats. 
The text of tho admiralty an- 
nouncement follows: 


"The submarine E-15, which grounded 
on Kephez point last Saturday, appears 
to have been in danger of falling into 
the enemy's hands in a serviceable con- 
dition. Great efforts were made by the 
Turks to secure her. 
Attempts to de- 
stroy her by long range fire of battle- 
ships failed. 


"During the night of the I8th, two 
picket boats—that of the Triumph un- 
der Lieut. Commander Eric 
Robinson, 
who commanded the expedition, assist- 
ed by Lieut. Canter and Midshipman 
John Wooley and that ot the Majestic, 
under Lieut. Claud^ Godwin, both man- 
nod by volunteer crews—attacked 
the 
submarine. The boats were subjected to 
a very heavy fire estimated at over 200 
rounds, from Fort Number 8 which was 
only a few hundred yards distant and 
a number of small guns at short range. 
Notwithstanding 
this, 
the 
submarine 
was 
torpedoed 
and 
rendered useless. 
The ^lajcstic picket boat was holed and 
si;nk but tho crew was saved by the 
other boat and the only casualty was 
one man who died of wounds.

NATIVE OP NOBLE COUNTY DIES. 


Caleb W. McMeana Succunbs to Pneu- 
monia at Brimfield. 


Brimfield, Ind., April 20.—Caleb W. 
McMeans, aged 73, life long resident of 
Noble county, veteran of the civil war, 
for sixteen years postmaster here and 
recognized as one of the prominent citi- 
zens of this section, is dead of pneu- 
monia, following a short illness.

In the fall of 1867 he came to Brimfield, 
and October 15 was united in marriage 
to Ann E. Seely. 
To this union was 
born one son, J. E. McMeans, who, with 
the widow, survives. 
By his honest 
business methods, his pleasing person- 
ality and 
his 
congeniality 
he made 
many friends. On May 1, 1898, he was 
appointed postmaster at Brimfield. 
In 
1884 he was the republican candidate, for 
county treasurer and was defeated b;/ 
narrowest of margins. 
Mr. MclMeans 
was active in lodge circles. 
He was a 
meniber of Browand post, G. A. P., of 
Kendallville. 
He was prominent in Ma- 
sonic circles. 
He first afliiliated with 
the Masons at Albion in 1867, and wa? 
a member of F. & A. M. lodge, No. 276; 
also of chapter 
No. 
64, R. A. M.; 
Apollo commandery, 
No. 19, Knights 
Templar, the Consistory at Indianapolis 
and a Shriner.

' With the entire crowd of Terre Haute'men convicted in the vote 
fraud cases now paying the penalty of their misdoings, and with the 
chief malefactors behind the walls of the federal penitentiary at 
Fort Leavenworth, we are advised that attorneys purpose contmumg 
their legal fight in behalf of their clients. That was to have been 


expected as the natural outcome. 


It is said at Indianapolis that no fight will be made on the evi- 
dence introduced by the government to show that flagrant and 
wholesale frauds were perpetrated at Terre Haute. The contention 
is made by attorneys for the defense that the situation was one with 
which the state courts alone should have dealt, and that the federal 
20urt at Indianapolis had as a matter of fact no jurisdiction; that 
action by the United States grand jury was unwarranted, and that 
any proceedings whatever in the ease should have been brought un- 
ler the Indiana laws in the courts at Terre Haute. One cannot pre 
sume to say in advance what the ruling of the higher courts will be 
on this question, but the importance of the .decision can hardly be 
Dverestimated. The United States statute under which the pro 
eeedings were brought has been in existence for some time, but until 
the Terre Haute cases it had never been invoked in safeguarding 
Blections in which members oi congress were voted for. To the In- 
iiana district attorney has been given the credit for practically 
"discovering" the statute under which Donn Roberts and a score of 
tiis associates have been sent to the federal prison. The value of the 
appeal which Roberts' attorneys will make lies not so much in its out 
come as regards the men convicted in the present case as in securing 


I definite ruling on precisely what the statute means and in what 
¡ases it may be applied. 


Colonel Roosevelt's charges against William Barnes, as a result 
of which the latter is now demanding libel damages in the sum o 
$50,000 from the ex-president, were made during the heat of a polit 
ical campaign, and it is said this fact will be pleaded in extenuation 
for tiie accusation.

Conversation ig carried on in Russian 
mixed with Aleut or vice versa, but as 
a rule they are a silent people and con 
versation is discouraged. 


There is one thing, however, 'that the 
town does enthuse over—and that is 
dancing.

There 
is no conversation between the sexes.

All yards and gardens around build- 
ings that have sheltered troops 
aro 
sprinkled with chloride of 
lime.

wells and springs are thorou^ly clean- 
ed and the use of the water prohibited 
until analysis shows it to be absolutely 
unpolluted. 


The authorities have also to solve tho 
serious problem of sheltering the popu- 
lation that is gradually returning to tho 
devastated regions. 
At 
Maurupt 
a 
town of 700 inhabitants that was al- 
most completely destroyed, 200 have al- 
ready returned and are living mostly 
in the cellars of demoKshed houses and 
under conditions that constituto a men- 
ace to health almost as serious as tha 
presence of unburied or InsulBciently 
buried dead bodies.

Hiring on Opposition to 
School in Washington 
Tc^nship Continued. 


After devoting the entire á-ftemoon, 
Monday, to the hearing before D. 0. Mc- 
Comb, county superintendent, on the 
petition «gainst the proposed new $25,- 
000 sfhcol house in Washington town- 
sliip to take tlic place of the old Scar- 
ktt prhool building and to abolish a 
niiml^or of othrr Fchools in the township, 
R cor.tinrauop was taken until Thursday 
morning at 0 o'clock at Avhich time final 
ar¿;uments will be made by the various 
at onieys. 


T)¡e remoiisíraire with 391 signatures 
was presented to the superintendent 
some days-ago and it will be up to him 
to say wliether or not the school M'ill 
bfr buiU. 


Opponents to the new school were out 
in full force, the assembly room of the 
court house where the hearing was con- 
ducted being over half filled. 


William Miner, a member of the ad- 
visory board of the township, was the 
first witness to be called. He testified 
that the architect had estimated the 
proposed new school building would cost 
between $20,000 and $25,000 depending 
entirely upon whether a four room or 
a six room building is erected. He said 
departments were to be included for the 
teaching of domestics and manual train- 
ing. The assessed valuation of the town- 
ship, he said, was $1,473,985, while the 
indebtedness of the township outside of 
read work amounted to something like 
$8,000. A sensation was sprung when 
he testified that the township had a sur- 
plus fund of something like $4,000, which 
had been created by money being paid 
in by certain ex-trustees who were short 
for some reason or other. 


Not a Single Refusal. 


Joseph Pepe, one of five others who 
had circulated the remonstrance, testi- 
fied that every person he approached 
signed the petition. William Kruse told 
the superintendent that he was assist- 
ed in circulating his petition by Charles 
Shatfer and that about thirty-five had 
refused to sign. Seven had refused to 
sign for Clement Lay, The petition cir- 
culated by Charles Cox was signed by 
everybody but two. He said he was op- 
posed to the erection of a school build- 
ing with four or six rooms for Wash- 
ington township. John F. Oswalt testi- 
fied that he did not believe a school 
house with four or six rooms was neces- 
sary. 


Others who testified that they were 
opposed to a school house such as Trus- 
tee Stolte proposed to erect were: Chris 
Solomon, Henry Fritz, David H. Plank, 
Frank Moore, Ed Opplinger, Ed Gris- 
wold, William Butt and Herman Zelt. 
intendent that after the Scarlett school 


Trustee Leonard Stolte told the super- 
tendent that after the Scarlett school 
was destroyed by fire some weeks ago 
the chapel nearby was put into condi-. 
tion aád that school has been held^here 
ever since . He said that the average at- 
tendance of the Scarlett school wis be- 
tween thirty-five and forty. 


Attorney 
Harris, 
representing the

The 
superintendent told the attorney that 
he was not ready to hear arguments, 
but that he would take them up later. 


Women Testify. 


Trustee Stolte told the superintendent 
that no child would have to be hauled 
more than four miles. Mi's. John Bry- 
ant, residing three miles from the Scar- 
lett school site, testified that she was 
in favor of a four or six room school 
building. She said that it was impossible 
for one teacher to take care of eight 
grades in one room, and that the coun- 
try cliildren should have th© same ad- 
vantages and privileges as do the chil- 
dren wlio attend school in the cities. 
i\irs. Emmaline H. Snyder, a 
former 
school teachcr, declared she Was most 
heartily in favor of vocational educa- 
tion. She said she would have no ob- 
jection to having her children hauled to 
school. 


The remonstrators were represented 
at tlie hearing by Attorneys 
Belot, 
Dreibelbiss and Jleyers, while Trustee 
Stolte and members of the advisory 
board were represented by Attorneys 
Emrick, O'Rourke and Harris.

Make it into sauce before 
it spoils. The German housewife would 
never throw away sour milk and cream 
as you often do. She would save it to 
use for cream cheese.

mixed 
with 
small chunks of crisp, fried baoon, with 
a side dish of sour milk or of butter- 
milk. 


Especially you must save every piece 
of bread. 


Here's one use the German hoose- 
wives are making of their old scraps 
of bread in the present war time: 


They l«-eak it into small pieces, mix 
with chopped onions and potatoes, and 
fry with bacon. It makes a really very 
palatable rfepast. 


They also use all the crusts that the 
children don't eat, and all the scraps, 
for bread soup.

succeeded in reducing England to ac- 
tual hardship as far as food supplies 
go, it has certainly played havoc with 
the stocks of live seals, grizzlies, skunks 
and other foreign things in fur 
and 
feather that inhabit the public asoos of 
the bi^ cities. 


The scarcity in animals, 
it is 
ex- 
plained, is due to the fact that none 
are coming from Germany, which, up to 
last autumn, had made herself the in- 
ternational clearing house and general 
distributing center of wild live stock 
for the whole of Europe. In this trade, 
she had an advantage in geographical 
situation which enabled her to supply 
with equal ease purchasers in Russia, 
Italy, Austria, France or England. The 
German banks, also, have always been 
liberal in financing the big animal deal- 
ers, while in England, it has sometimes 
been almost impossible for men in this 
branch of trade to obtain any consider- 
able advances on their stock in trade. 


The United states, it is said, has of 
late years been the best customer for 
wild animals. The number of monkeys 
alone sent to America in the course of 
a year, has generally 
exceeded 4,000.

Rrimming with plans for wider exten- 
sion of the reforms he was able to initi- 
ate in the Atlanta penitentiary, even 
though a convict, Hyde

And we are far behind our civili- 
zation in dealing with crime and crimi- 
nals. 
A prison cannot, unfortunatdT,

In turn assistant librarian and editor 
of "Good Words," the penitentiary^ jour- 
nal, Frederick Hyde found most pleas- 
ure a,nd opportunity to be of assistance 
to his fellow-prisoners as assistant to 
the chaplain.

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German Boys Given Sort of 
''Ten Commandments'' 
for War Times. 


Berlin, April 
6.—Correspondence 
of 
the Associated Press.—The schools are 
undertaking their part towaM cdu«t- 
ing the people In 
economical 
living. 
Boys attending Berlin schools aré now 
bringing home' a printed circular to be 
hung up in their homes, showing in de- 
tail how food can be sated and best 
used—a sort of ten commandments for 
war times. 
It bears the caption: "A 
Rallying Cry to Germany's Youth," and 
has as its motto: "Let us all be fighters 
in the cause." 
The ten commandments 
are as follows: 
• 


1. Everybody must save, for only it 
everybody save will Germany's supplies 
hold out. 
• 2. Waste no food, not even the most 
unimportant. 


3. Take time for eating and chew 
thoroughly. 


4. Avoid all eating between meals. 
6. Eat rye instead of wheat bread, 


and be economical with bread. 


6. Be economical with butter, and 
eat cheese, fruit sauces, and 
marma- 
lade instead of butter. 


7. Eat abundantly of fresh vegeta 
bles so as to save meat, fats and bread. 


8. At table call for potatoes in the 
skins. 


9. Buy chocolate and sweets 
and 
send to the soldiers at the front—we 
can gladly dispense with these things. 


10. In all that you do, remember, 
that you can contribute your modest 
share toward helping create tha new 
Fatherland that we are all hoping for. 
Practice self-sacrifice and work." 


Various remarks are added to these 
commandments, of which the following 
U a specimen: "Be careful to eat ev- 
erything 
from your plate; 
otherwise 
much is wasted. Thus twenty grammes 
of fat is wasted for each person in Ber 
lin every day in washing the dishes. 
If these twenty grammes were saved 
they would amount for the whole popu- 
lati'on, to 175,000 pounds of fat a day 
for Greater Berlin.'*

M. Henry Franklin-Bouillon, chairman 
of the committee of foreign affairs of 
the French chamber of deputies, who 
has been here for a series of war con- 
ferences with Lord Kitchener, Chancel- 
lor Lloyd-George, Sir Edward Grey and 
other statesmen. 


'Tart of the work of the committee 
which sent me on my present mission," 
he said, "is to urge that not only in 
our own countries but in neutral coun- 
tries a« well, a true pprspective of the 
coiu-se of events should be held out. 


"In England and France alike, 
the 
main obstacle in the excessive rigor of 
the censorship, and this subject I dis- 
cussed with some of the lea^ling men in 
England. I was elad to learn that some 
concessions to the press are now be- 
ing considered. 


"'WTiat we all feel on the foreign com- 
mittee is that our own communiques 
are too bald and uninteresting a recital 
to inspire our people with that enthu- 
siasm so necessary to maintain them 
steadily nntil victory is won. The Eng- 
lish Eye-Witnesses, one with the Eng- 
lish army and one with the French, are 
certainly doing fine work; but to get 
at the great mas5>es of people, things 
must be dished up and presented in all 
sorts of different ways by trained writ- 
ers, each with his own point of view 
and literary style. 


"From my committee's standpoint it 
is a supreme need that the doings of 
the French army should 
be 
brought 
home to the imagination of the Eng- 
lish people, and to that end a strong 
recommendation has been officially made 
that a few newspaper correspondents be 
attached to the headquarters staff. If 
that la done, it will perhaps be the be- 
ginning of taking the public in. Eng- 
land and France more into the confi- 
dence of our governments than is the 
case at present."

The carpets and rugs are woven on a simple frame 
on which the warp is stretched. The woof: or cross threads, consist of short threads 
woven into the warp with the fingers and without the use of a shuttle. Then a sort of 
comb is pressed against the loose rows of cross threads to lighten it -The weaver sits 
with the back of the rug towards him, so that he depends entirely on his memory to 
produce a perfect pattern.
